(Rotarian Magazine) 

Community-minded citizens 
in the United States are, as 
Weton D. Baker’s article indic¬ 
ates, uneasy about the future 
of private charities. Governm¬ 
ent aid occupies increasingly

Cancer curable in its early 
stages, gives warning that may 
be recognized, says Dr. Qarence 
Cook Little, Managing Director 
of the American Society for the 
Control of Cancer, in December 
Good Housekeeping. 

“The fear of the disease is 
^heritage from the years when 
early cancers were rarely re¬ 
ported for diagnosis and treat- 
, ment and cures were correspond 
ingly infrequent,” he says. ‘Peo¬ 
ple fear that they have cancer 
and hesitate to go for an exam 
inatio n lest their fear be con¬ 
firmed. However, the skill of 
surgeons and radiologists today 
is so great that an enlightened 
and cooperative public can, if 
they will, immediately begin to 
make notable inroads on the 
death rate/ 

Warnings to be heeded, which 
may or may not herald the dis¬ 
ease. but should have immediate 
medical exmination are warts or 
moles that become tender or 
increase in size, lumps or swell¬ 
ing® on the breast, irregular or 
abnormal discharges, lip sores 
that won’t heal, rapid loss of 
weight or appetite, and vague 
abdominal distresses. 

“I n the origin of cancer two 
main factors seem to be concer¬ 
ned,” Dr. Cook says “The first 
of these is the constitution of 
the individual Some people are 
naturally more apt to show over 
growth of tissue, which may de¬ 
velop into cancer, tha n are ot¬ 
hers. A 8 yet there is no way 
of detecting who these people 
may be. The second factor is 
chronic irritation. Apparently 
living tissue subjected to chro¬ 
nic irritation, is more apt to 
respond by excessive growth 
than is tissue not so stimulated, 

“There ar e certain prevent¬ 
ive measures of personal hygi¬ 
ene that may help an individual 
to avoid the continued irritation 
of tissues. 

These may be listed as follows: 

Face and skin: Keep clean 
and pores open. Avoid excess¬ 
ive exposure to the elements. 

Mouth and lip: Keep mouth, 
teeth and tongue clean. Allow 
no decayed or jagged teeth to 
remain without dental care. 

Correct all ill-fitting or irr¬ 
itating artificial dentures- 

Breast; Avoid tight or chaf¬ 
ing brassierses 

Stomach: Avoid food that irr¬ 
itates and causes distress. 

Intestines: Avoid chronic con 
stipation—do not allow' herorr- 
hoids to persist without careful 
medical examination. 

Uterus: Report for examinat¬ 
ion in order that all injuries 
received during childbirth may 
1'e detected and repaired.”
